The Police College in Cairo 


The Police College, located in the Al Abbasiyah suburb of the capital, was 
established in 1896. It is a modern plant, enlarged in 1962, on a forty-acre 
tract and is equipped with laboratory training facilities. Training is 
provided to officer candidates and to officers and others already on duty. The 
college also houses the canine corps and the equestrian department of mounted 
policemen assigned to duty in Cairo. 

Officer candidates are selected on the basis of intelligence, physical fitness 
and athletic ability from applicants who pass the entrance exam. They are 
required to have a grade average of at least 55 percent in secondary school, 
except for the sons or brothers of men who were killed in active military or 
police duty and sons of police officers and military officers, who are accepted 
without the academic restriction. All students in the school, however, are 
selected by an elaborate point system in which applicants accumulate points on 
a variety of bases; the highest scores fill the quotas. Except for foreign 
students, mostly from other Arab countries, candidates must be the sons and 
grandsons of Egyptian citizens. 

The curriculum includes security administration, French and English language, 
military drill, civil defense, fire fighting, criminal investigation, forensic 
medicine, sociology, radio communication, first aid, anatomy, and cryptology. 
Political orientation and public relations and such military related subjects 
as infantry and cavalry training, marksmanship, group leadership, and field 
training are also emphasized. Graduates of the two-year program receive a 
degree of bachelor of police studies and are commissioned police lieutenants. 
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ENRICHMENT 


The annual number of new officers varies but has been estimated as up to 500. 
Advanced officer training is given at the college’s Institute for Advanced 
Police Studies, and graduation from this school is required for advancement 
beyond the rank of lieutenant colonel {Area Handbook for Egypt, 3d. ed. , 1976, 
U.S. Government Printing Office).
